EXODUS X; i$: 


And the Lord ſaid unto Moſes, Stretch forth thine hand toward. 
Heaven, that there may be darkneſs over the land of Egypt, even 


darkneſs that may be FELT. 


8 O----1t was one of the ten plagues gf Egypt /-----ſuch a 

darkneſs as the light of a candle could not penetrate ! for, when 

Moſes ſtretched forth his hand toward heaven, there was a thick 
darkneſs, more than the damp darkneſs of a vault, unopened 
for half a century, more terrible even than Tris ! 


Longinus, in his ſublime treatiſe, (admired, but not ſtudied, in 
theſe enlightened days) produces that noble paſſage, And God 
«+« ſaid,---Let there be light, and there was light---” as one of the 
grandeſt inſtances of the /ublime.---He judged rightly, maugre 
Huet and Le Clerc.---Goodneſs, wiſdom and power here met in 
perfection, for all the glories and beauties in the future univerſe 
would have been nothing without light. Light, therefore, was 
the firſt bleſſing in the world, and darkneſs the laſt of the ten 
curſes of God upon the land of Egypt, except one, DEATH, and 
that might, in effect, haye proved a. bleſſing, for, among the

firfl-born, there were a thouſand infants, to ſpeak within com- 
paſs. But, my beloved, err not.---Do not dream I am going to 
compare the late political eclipſe to the curſe of God in the land 
of Egypt. 


Our prime miniſter is no Moſes, to infli plagues, by a Divine 
command: but if Moſes had, as we all allow he had, great merit 
in public and private life, accurate ideas, a clear and manly 
judgment, with, what is greater ſtill, a genuine, ardent love of 
his country-men---ſo has our prime miniſter, which even has 
opponents--for enemies he has none---will allow---and all this added 
to a natural eloquence---he is therefore ſuperior to Moſes, in this 
reſpect, who begged to have Aaron for his ſpokeſman, to harangue 
the people. But Moſes had the advantage in age---he was four- 
ſcore when he entered his miniſtry. Though flattery 1s not my 
forte, yet ſtill, aftex what is ſaid above, it cannot reaſonably 
be ſuppoſed that I intend to make a direct compariſon between 
the plague in the land of Egypt and our imagined evil. It will 
not bear in ſeveral reſpects. That was a real plague or curſe, 
deſigned, experienced as ſuch, without any commutation. That 
was inflicted by the hand of Providence, directly and ſolely 
againſt the enemies of that people, to whom Moſes was a friend--- 
for, in all the dwellings of the children of 1frael, there was light. 
Ihis improvement in taxation, on the contrary, was intended for 
a bleſſing, to eaſe the people, to whom the /on of the Earl of 
Chatham is a friend. Willtam Pitt, THE SECOND, CANNOT, in- 
tentionally, be an enemy to Britain.

Aſter this preface, I ſhall proceed, in my own, way, to the

Hence alſo the 
origin of air-balloons, damned by the inquiſition as the ſtate- 
engines of the prince of the power of the air, whom the divine 
Doctors would roaſt alive on a hot- gridiron, with the emperor tied 
to his back, if they could get his k:zghne/s down in one of theſe 
engines, to keep him burning for a heretic, for a thouſand years. 
But, hold, I miſtake------the proteſtants---none of whom pant 
for pre-eminence,, or love money. are the only devotees, who 
claim Dominicanus (a new, ſoft name for ſatan) as their ſworn 
enemy. With regard to the Emperor, the divine Doctors might 
perhaps wiſh to broil him for a few years very naturally, in order 
to convert him perfectly, and, for this heavenly purpoſe, might 
alk their old friend Dominicanus, to blow the bellows. I juſt

However, I do 
not expect to be damned for it — for what ? ay, that's the 
queſtion I ought not to anſwer—but I will—* For not leaving 
* every body die in a ditch” before God I ſay it I could not, 
always, get the maſtery here I will not ſwear in a ſermon —- 
forgive my. infirmity !—In the forty-fifth edition of my ſermon 
on Mules, 1 may defend all my other extravagancies, even the 
turning of my coat, like Yorit's breeches, before it was well 
worn bare on one ſide but my natural N 1 muſt not 
defend.

requires no common ſhare of genius and philofophy, and ſome
